In every war case 
brought before him where the de- 
fendant was found guilty, the Judge 
imposed drastic sentences and scath- 
ingly denounced anyone whom he 
considered un-American. This was 
particularly true in trials of I. W. 
W.’s, Socialists and pacifists. 

In one speech during the war he 
advocated that the German Kaiser 
and his six sons be executed by al- 
lied firing squads, “out of justice to 
humanity.” 

Judge Landis was one of the 30 
persons to whom bombs were mailed 
on May day, 1919, and during the 
1911 black-hand trials here he re- 
ceived many death threats. Against 
the wishes of his friends, he insisted 
on sitting through the trials. 

Fined the Standard Olil. 

Judge Landis first became nation- 
ally famous when he fined the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana $28,- 
240,000. The decision later was re- 
versed by a higher court. 

In the courtroom the Judge always 
was a picturesque figure, not only 
because of his flowing white hair, 
but because of his keen wit.. He once 


barred “‘wrist-watched lawyers.” That 


was before the war. He was drastic 
in his action before the courtroom 
leafers or “courtroom lizards,” as 
he called them. 


Judge Landis was appointed to the 
bench by President Roosevelt on 
March 28, 1905. 

Tried to End Building Tieup. 
One of Judge Landis’ most recent 
public activities has been an at- 
tempt to arbitrate a dispute between 
employes of the building trades in 
Chicago and their employers which 
has tied up millions of dollars of 
contemplated construction activity. 
After a protracted series of hearings, 
Judge Landis issued a new scale of 
wages for building employes which 
involved reductions of the pay of 
many workmen. Unions affected by 
the ruling immediately protested 


and the resulting dispute is still un- 
certain as to its outcome. 


Judge Landis was born Nov. 20, 
1866, at Millville,O. He was named 
Kenesaw Mountain because it was at 
the battle of Kenesaw Mountain in 
Georgia during the Civil “War that 
his father received wounds. The 
family home is at Logansport, Ind.

tically an unknown disease. 

We now have the means of erad- 
icating this disease, for not oadnly 
can it be cured in practically every 
instance when treatment is prom rt - 
ly begun by diphtheria antitoxin, but 
we can also ascertain what children 
are susceptible to the disease and 
immunize them, well as learn 
what children are naturally immune 
to the disease. 

To the health officer whose duty 
it is to prevent disease it is an amaz- 
ing fact that parents and guardians 
of children neglect what. to the 
Health Department, is a measure of 
such powerful influence in prevent. 
ing the disease and so harmless 
the body that its use ought to be as 
much a part of the upbringing of a 
child as its education. Furthermore. 
the health officer is continually as- 
tonished at the indifference mani- 
fested by some physicians toward 
the use of diphtheria antitoxin and 
the Schick test for susceptibility 

The value of antitoxin as a cure 
for diphtheria has been well estab- 
lished for 25 years, but in spite of 
the fact that this knowledge is gen- 
eral among the there has 
been little reduction in the number 
that occurred before the discovery 
of antitoxin, and today diphtheria is 
one of .the most prevalent diseases 
among children.
